His Fleet Eng-aires With Rebels 
Off Manila and Captures 
Their Ships. 



It Was Not a Bloodless Battle- 
Pretensions to Independence 
the Cause. 



Filipinos Claim Dewey Promised 
Absolute Freedom as Reward 
for Fighting Spain. 



London, Oct. 20.— The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Times says: "Capt. Au- 
hon, minister of marine, has received a 
dispatch from Manila announcing a na- 
val engagement between the Americans 
and the rebels in consequence of Admiral 
Dewey forbidding the latter to fly the 
rebel flag from their ships. 

The dispatch adds that there were loss- 
es on both sides and that the Americans 
captured the rebel ships. 

The scene of the engagement is not 
staled, but it is supposed to have been 
at Manila bay. 

FILIPINOS CLAIM FREEDOM. 

London, Oct. 1!).— The Globe this af- 
ternoon publishes an interview which 
its correspondent hud with Agonciilo, a 
representative of Aguinnldo, before the 
former left Hongkong for San Fran- 
cisco on his way to Washington to pre- 
sent the insurgent leader's views, if pos- 
sible, before the United States peace 
commission. Agonciilo, in this inter- 
view, is quoted us declaring that the 
insurgents had a formal agreement with 
Bear-Admiral Dewey, whereby absolute 
freedom wns promised them in return 
for their assistance. When Agonicillo 
wns asked if this agreement was in 
writing, be said: "No; we do not re- 
gard the United States as a grasping 
power, and felt that n verbal agreement 
wns quite stillieient." 

Major-General Wesley Merritt, who 
has arrived here from Paris, where he 
has been giving the United States peace 
commissioners the benefit of his obser- 
vations as commander of the American 
forces at Manila, in an interview with 
a representative of the Associated Presn 
discredits the above statement attribut- 
ed to Agonciilo. General Morritt said 
that from conversations which lie had 
with Admiral Dewey, he was satisiied 
that no arrangement had been entered 
into with the Philippine leaders. 

INDEPENDENCE IMPOSSIBLE. 

The General added: "If the Fili- 
pinos are allowed independence now, it 
would result in fighting between the 
leaders, which would be more disastrous 
than any revolution which has hitherto 
broken out. Aguinuldo's following is 
slim, and if there wns an election to- 
day, 1 do not believe he would be presi- 
dent." The terms of General Merritt' h 
views or advice furnished to the United 
States peace commission at Paris may 
be gathered from the following state- 
ments which lie made to-day: "While 
some of the Filipinos are able, I nm not 
acquainted with any one of them who is 
capable of governing. I do not believe

London, Oct. 10.— A dispatch to the 
Times from Capetown says that Mr. W. 
P. Shriener, the new premier, and the 
leader of the Afrikander bund, made a 
statement of the policy of the new col- 
onial government in the Cape assembly 
yesterday. The government, ho said, 
would recognize the independence of the 
South African republics and work har- 
moniously, with them, leaving externa! 
relationships to be dealt with by the 
British high commissioner, whom the 
government would support in the devel- 
opment of South Africa. 

The government would also cany for- 
ward a hill for a new customs conven- 
tion with the South African republics 
and introduce a proposal for a contribu- 
tion on the part of the colony to the 
British navy.

THE CHURCH IX BRAZIL. 

Episcopal Bishops Make It Tributary to 
the United States for the Present. 

Washington, Oct. 10.— The house of 
bishops of the episcopal convention took 
final action to-day on the establishment 
of a bishop in Brazil. There has been a 
division of sentiment as to whether this 
bishop should he directly responsible to 
the church in the United States or should 
be free from responsibility here. A Com- 
promise wns finally adopted by which the 
church in Brazil will remain directly 
responsible to the authorities here until 
it has advanced to the point of having 
three bishops, at which time by the joint 
action of these three a national church 
for Brazil, Independent of the supervi 
sion of the United States, may be estab 
lished. 

The bishops will hold a special com 
m union service at St. John's church to 
morrow morning after which they will 
proceed to elect four missionary bishops, 
namely, those for Brazil, North Dakota, 
Sacramento and Boise.

The Ex-Premier Interviewed in 
Winnipeg- on British Col- 
umbia Polidcs. 



New Government Plan Is to Angle 
for a Speaker Prom the Op- 
position Banks. 



Scheme Boomed to Failure and 
Their Doubtful Standing Keep- 
ing Ministers Quiet. 



(Special to The Coloni9t.) 

Winnipeg^ Oct. 19.— Ex-Promier' Tur- 
ner, of British Columbia, was here to- 
day, en route east to Montreal. Inter- 
viewed by the Free Press on the British 
Columbia political situation, Mr. Tumer 
said: "The new government and trie 
apposition have exactly an equal nutn- 
ber of supporters — 10 each. The gov- 
ernment is counting on the appointment 
of an opposition supporter to the 
speakership, but in this it will be 'dis- 
appointed, for none of our men eaii be 
induced to accept the honor,' great 
t hi ugh it may be. We are united" and 
w'ill preserve our full strength through- 
out the coming struggle. 

" The government, I have every rea- 
son to believe, is already being strained 
with internal differences, at the bottom 
of which in almost every instance is 
Hon. Joseph Martin, who seems deter- 
mined to be the master mind Ln the 
new government. I don't think — but 
then my opinion will naturally be con- 
sidered biassed — that the new govern- 
ment can possibly live through the- com- 
ing session, which will probably cont- 
inence in January next." 

" Has the government decided upon 
some definite policy wherewith to make • 
a bid for popularity?" was asked. 

" No, I don't think so," was the reply. 
" They will probably attempt to show 
that the late government was extrava- 
gant in finances. Before our defeat, , a 
largo loan was authorized to cover . tv 
considerable overdraft incurred in devel- 
oping the country's resources, its roads 
and its trails. This loan has not been 
issued, and consequently the overdraft 
still stands against the province. Mem- 
bers of the government will hold up- 
their hands in holy horror and exclaim: 
' Behold the extravagance of your for- 
mer rulers.' 

"Not many dismissals have taken 
place yet, but :i wholesale cleun-up is. 
reported to be in contemplation, the gov- 
ernment being afraid to do much at 
present, owing to its precarious hold 
upon the reins of power. Its lean and 
hungry supporters are clamoring'- loudly 
for reward in the meantime, and soon 
(lie axe must, fall on the heads of mnny 
civil servants, or the lives of the new 
ministers will not he worth living. 

" One short-sighted act of which the 
new government has been guilty is that 
of abolishing the provincial representa- 
tive at London. We had a mini lliere 
for three years, and in spite of the fact 
that he was handicapped by the ridicu- 
lously inadequate allowance, lie did good 
work, and kept British Columbia promi- 
nently before the British public! At the 
present time especially it is absolutely 
suicidal not to take advantage of tho 
attention now directed towards British 
Columbia."

SPAIN SPARS FOR TIME. 

Attempt to Put off the Dread Day of 
Cuba's Unconditional Surrender. 

Paris, Oct. 10.— The Spanish pence 
commissioner was unable- to meet tho 
United States peace commission at tho 
joint session arranged for to-day, and 
tlie next, meeting of the commissions tuiH 
been fixed for Friday next. Judge Day, 
president of the American commission, 
received a communication this morning 
from Scnor Rios, president of the Span- 
ish commission, saying that advices ex- 
pected, but not received, from Madrid, 
made it necessary for himself and col- 
leagues to request a postponement^ of 
any further conferences until Friday- 
next. A courteous reply was returned 
by secretary Moore, in behalf of the 
American commissioners, granting an 
extension of the time of next meeting, 
as requested. 

While the deferring of any one con- 
ference for two days is not in itself ur» 
important, request, the delay by the 
Spaniards at this juncture is something 
more than significant. The game of 
diplomacy now progressing here has 
reached a stage which makes it inter- 
esting to watch the next move to be 
made by the Spanish commissioners. 
They are confronted by the plain fact 
of their protocol to relinquish and 
evacuate, without " ifs " and "huts." 
It has become clear here that the Span- 
ish cherished the hope that they would! 
unconditionally covenant to follow a 
given path, and ultimately wander else- 
where and do less or more than mimed! 
in the protocol compact. The Aaiorictu* 
commissioners) however, have firmly ad- 
hered to the boundary lines already mu- 
tually established, and within wlnclu 
they insist the Spanish as well as them- 
selves shall duly proceed.

Work That Has Been Done During 
the Past Six Months at 
Hayes' Camp. 



Fully Deraonatrated That the Mine 
Is One That Will Fay 
to Work. 



A grottt'deal has been written lately 
ahout the' Nalunint Mlhing Company's 
property ■ on Alberni canal, generally re- 
ferred to as Hayes' camp, but few are 
aware of the amount of work that has 
been done there. It was on the 17th 
of last 'March that a syndicate composed 
of live Portland capitalists, including 
Sir. G. II. Hayes, purchased the proper- 
ty and the next day Mr. Hayes arrived 
on the ground with a gang of men. 
They have been bard at work ever since, 
and Mr. Hayes, who yesterday came to 
Victoria for the first time in seven 
months, was able to say that he had 
demonstrated that the companv had a 
ra"iue. It is just a "proof of what can bo 
accomplished by a little determination, a 
repetition of what was done by the ori 
inn! owners of the now "famous Le Roi 
mine at Bossland. They had confidence 
in the property and put their money into 
it. The results speak for themselves. 

When Mr. Hayes went to Alberni he 
had nothing to go by. Not a bote' Of any 
size had been sunk, in -the district, and 
littie or nothing was known of the di 
rection or extent of the veins. First of 
all a tunnel was ran in 65 feet on the 
vein, which is 18 feet wide on the 
surface, ami it was in rich ore the whole 
distance. Then a 'crosscut was run 
from the tunnel and the same vein was 
struck at 12."? feet and at 1-10 feet a 28V6 
foot vein of rich ore was struck. A shaft 
was sunk 145 feet to connect with this 
tunnel and it was in ore all the way, the 
vein at the mouth of the shaft, being 25 
feet wide. On Monday evening another 
vein was struck 112 feet below the part 
of the main tunnel, it also being splendid 
ore. When the work is completed the 
main vein will be struck at 1G5 feet and 
the present vein at 150 feet. The vein 
was uncovered, showing the ore shute to 
be at the very least 350 feet long and it 
may he a great deal longer. Assays of 
the ore show it .to be very rich, but Mr. 
Hayes says he does not go much on tin 
assays but ori the result of two ship- 
ments to the smelter, which netted $26 
to the ton, with copper at $1, a unit, 
and gold at i?20 an ounce. 

The company has built a wharf 85x-l 
feet on Alberni canal and a good \vago 
road from the mine to the wharf, a dis- 
tance of two miles. They are now build 
ing large ore sheds. Bain has interfered 
with the work considerably during the 
last few weeks, hut if the road does not 
get too soft, the company will commence 
shipping by November 1, and thereafter 
ship by every steamer. The shipments 
during the winter will amount to ahout 
$5,000 a month. 

In the spring, however, the shipments 
will be very largely increased, it being 
the intention of the company to build an 
aerial tramway to replace the wagons 
that are to he used this winter. They 
have thousands of tons of ore on the 
dump and sufficient blocked out to en- 
sure the shipment of 100 tons a day. 

From this it will ho seen that Vancou- 
ver Island has a mine, which some min- 
ing men say is as good as the Le Roi 
and the development of which, Mr. 
Hayes predicts, will lead to the tuning 
up of other West Coast properties.

ANOTHER INDUSTRY CRIPPLED 

The big Ottawa lumber firm of Bron 
son & Weston i.s going out of the cutting 
business. Mr. F. Bronsoh says that for 
the past few years the profit on the man 
ufactured lumber has been greatly re 
duced, so that to-day it pays belter to 
sell the lumber in the tree than to manu- 
facture it. The sawdust question nlso 
has considerable to do with it. "If we 
have to lit our mill up with 11 burner," 
said Mr. Bronson, ''it would mean a 
large expenditure, which it would take 
some time to make up." 

The tariff also is against the lumber 
business in Canada, as it has greatly 
reduced the mount of shipping to the 
American markets. 

The cut of the Bronson & Weston firm 
this year will total about ^5.000,000 
feet, or about half of last year's cut. 
The cut of the J. It, Booth firm will be 
about, the same ns last year, 100,0011,000 
feet. This linn will not scad as many 
meli to the woods as usual. They are 
also curtailing their lumber cut.

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A SUMMER CARNIVAL. 

The suggestion has boon made that 
Victoria ahull hold n fruit and flower 
show next summer. The idea is popular 
with every one to whom it is mentioned, 
and we have no doubt that if it is taken 
hold of in the right way it could be made 
very successful. We may mention at the 
outset that the date would be fixed so 
curly that it would not in any way in- 
terfere with the fall shows. 

We suggest that the plan adopted 
Nliould embrace not only a display of 
fruit and (lowers, but water fetes, pyro- 
technic displays and other features prop- 
erly apurtenant to a summer carnival. 
The idea ought to lie to make the event 
of more than local importance. It should 
be sot up on a scale that would warrant 
its being advertised, not only all along 
the Coast, hut in Eastern Canada. All 
the transportation companies would give 
their assistance. It is highly probable 
that if Victoria would make a special 
effort in this way, and the Canadian Pa- 
cific would give cheap excursion rates 
from Eastern points, hundreds of people 
would avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to visit the Coast. 

What we propose need not. in any way 
interfere with our usual Queen's Birth- 
day celebration, for the proper time for 
it would be tin latter part of August. It 
might he made the culmination of a groat 
observation trip from the East, which 
could take in Kootcnay by way of the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway. If trans- 
portation rates were put at a proper fig- 
ure, hundreds of people would avail 
themselves of the opportunity of making 
tile trip. Invitations could ho sent to the 
Ma-stern press, and the province anil this 
city would receive such an advertise- 
ment as they have not had in a long 
time. 

Who seconds the motion for a Summer 
Carnival next year? 

THE OMENTAL TRADE. 

Mr. D. E. Brown, general agent of 
"the C. P. It. at Hongkong, is quoted as 
saying: " I have seen the trade of this 
•country with the Orient grow in the last 
five years from comparatively nothing 
to enormous proportions, keeping five 
lines engaged, with prospects of more in 
the future. The Hour trade alone I 
have seen grow from an annual con- 
sumption of 30.000 tons to about 135,000 
tons." This statement is of importance 
because it epitomizes so clearly the ten- 
dency of trans-Pacific commerce. It 
refers to the trade both of the United 
States and Canada, and Is the opinion 
of a man who has the best possible 
means of knowing the facts of the case. 
• Wo hope our Eastern exchanges' ami 
the Dominion government, will lay its 
lesson to heart. 

Those persons, who have paid much 
attention to the Oriental market and its 
probable demands, have anticipated the 
development now in progress, but. gen- 
erally, they have been regarded rather 
■vh visionaries than as men of good judg- 
'tiient. When Sir Louis Davies was on 
the Coast two years ago. he was told 
•of the rapidity with which the trade was 
growing, and frankly said that it was a 
revelation to him, and that he could 
hardly realize what it meant. The Coast 
people have a reputation in the East for 
booming things for rather more than 
they will stand, and the representations 
made through the press and otherwise, 
us to what might be looked for in the 
way of commerce with Eastern Asia, 
have been generally taken with ho many 
grniiiH of allowance that not much of 
(he truth has been absorbed. The im- 
mense possibilities in that direction have 
not yet sufficiently impressed themselves 
upon public opinion, either in the 
United States or Canada, to have had 
any influence upon the trade policy of 
either country. We hope the Canadian 
government will soon realize the import- 
ance of this rapidly opening field, and 
take such measures as will tend to facili- 
tate the exploitation of it by Canadians. 

We direct particular attention to the 
demand of the Orient for wheat flour. 
This is almost a now lino of trade. Ten 
years ago the consumption of (lour in 
China was confined almost, wholly to 
European residents and n fow natives 
on the seaboard. Even as yet it has 
not appreciably affected the diet of the' 
people. Estimating the population of 
China at 400,000,000, we find that, io 
supply them with flour, at the per cap- 
ita rate of consumption applicable to 
countries .like Canada, would call for 
40,000,000 tons, 'to make which 2,000.- 
OOOjOOO bushels 'of wheal would be 
needed. We thus see what, an insignifi- 
cant part' of the diet of the people the 
135,000 tons of flour now shipped into 
the country constitute. It is less than 
one three-hundredth part of the tnaxi- 
niltih possible consumption. Wo are not 
suggesting that this maximum consump- 
tion can over arise, or that if if. did, 
there would bo any possibility of sup- 
plying it. Wo are pointing out only 
whht an immense field there is to work 
in, the number of people among whom 
customers can be found, and the onor- 
tuous magnitude of the shipments which 
may he made without anything like ap- 
proaching the limit' of possible consump- 
tion. 

Tim trade probably cannot bo forced. 
'It must be developed in a business-liko 



way. It has increased four-fold in five 
years. There is reason to expect a 
more rapid gain hereafter, because the 
changes going on in the Orient will ex- 
pand like circles in the water, and with 
those changes will come one in the diet 
of the people, at least of that portion 
of them who will be contact with the 
now' works and enterprises ti> be in- 
augurated. It. is not very easy to sug- 
gest how the government can aid in 
building up our commerce, but possibly 
one way, that would be more advan- 
tageous than any other, would be to 
appoint a resident agent at Hongkong, 
with instructions to keep Canadian mer- 
chants informed on all subjects relating 
to trade. Ho ought also to be provided 
with sufficient assistance to enable him 
to satisfactorily carry on the large cor- 
respondence, which would be necessary 
and to make the investigations essential 
to the proper, understanding of the mar- 
ket. Even if $20,000 a year were ex- 
pended at the very outset in this sort 
of work, it would not. he extravagant. 
A good man, not a mere party hack, at 
a good salary, could do the country an 
immense service in such a capacity. 



GOOD FIGHTING STOCK. 



The charge of the 21st Lancers at Out- 
durman showed that the old fighting 
blood of the Anglo-Saxon has not been 
weakened by long years of prosperity. 
About the same time a handful of mar- 
ines from H. M. S. Hazard were exhib- 
iting at Crete the same dauntless cour- 
age. The provoking thing about the lat- 
ter achievement is that particulars are 
so exceedingly scanty that the story can 
hardly be told. About all that Col. Scafe, 
to whose command the men belonged, 
has thought it necessary to tell is that a 
sergeant with eight men held an ex- 
ceedingly difficult position for eight hours 
against a strong force of Bashi Ba- 
zoujks. "Wo wore in a very tight hole," 
he says, "being burned out on the left 
flank, with a murderous lire on out- 
right Hank and front, and the devils dig- 
ging us out in the rear. The men knew 
that unless help came wo were done 
for, but not one failed me." Of course 
the annals of the British army are full 
of such deeds, and we expect them from 
veterans. The point which wo wish to 
emphasize is that the 21st Lancers and 
this handful of marines were never un- 
der lire before. In the one case there 
was all the dash and in the other all the 
steadiness that could he expected from 
men who had gone through half a dozen 
campaigns. When wo remember that 
the British Army and Navy are recruit- 
ed from the mass of the people, we may 
fairly infer that those men are represent- 
ative of the stock to which they belong, 
and this being the case; wo need have 
no fear that the prestige and glory of 
the Union Jack will suffer on any battle- 
field in the future. The men who stood 
solidly in the square at Waterloo have 
no occasion to feel ashamed of their 
descendants who faced without flinching 
immense odds at Candia. The heroes 
of the charge of Bnlaklava need not 
blush at the name of the Lancers of Om- 
dttrmnn. The old fighting blood still 
keeps up its strength. 

In this connection it is well to remem- 
ber that no nation in the world has as 
many seasoned soldiers as Great Britain. 
Very few men in the continental armies 
except that of Spain, have ever been 
called upon to face an armed foe. Es- 
pecially does this remark apply to British 
officers, the number of whom who have 
had experience in handling men in action 
being very large. To further demon- 
strate this it is only necessary to say 
that there have been fourteen African 
campaigns carried on by the British in 
sixteen years. No British subject need 
feel any apprehension that the army anil 
navy will not give a good account of 
themselves whenever occasion arises, and 
perhaps the efficiency of our country in 
that respect, is as well understood by 
the cabinets of Europe as any one else. 
In this connection it is gratifying to 
know that whenever on any occasion, 
ami some have arisen recently, when 
Canadians have been called upon to fight 
side by side with natives of the Mother 
Country, they have demonstrated that the 
lion's whelps have all the courage of 
their mother. Wo fervently hope that the 
dny will never come when all the might 
of the Empire must be put forth upon 
both soa and land, but we can rest as- 
sured that when it does come, when the 
conflict is over, the Union Jack will still 
float proudly to the breeze, though it 
may be battle torn and dyed with the 
blood of its defenders. 



KAISElt AND SULTAN. 

It is a long time since a European 
sovereign has visited the Sultan in Con- 
stantinople. We do not recall the occa- 
sion of the last visit. Naturally the 
Kaiser, who is the most conspicuous in- 
ternational gad-about of this or any ago, 
has boon the one to do this very unusual 
tiling. What the object of the visit is 
no one seems to very clearly understand. 
What its effect will be is also not very 
easy to foresee. We do not think its 
tendency will be to lessen the political 
prestige of the Sultan, or expedite tho 
consummation of the " bag and bag- 
gage " policy, of which we used to hear 
ho much a fow years ago. Regarded, 
from n Mohammedan standpoint, the 
visit has much importance. 

At the present time what is known ns 
the Pan-Islamic movement is making 
steady progress. Hitherto tho claim of 
tho Sultan of Turkey to he the head of 
tho Mohammedan faith has not been 
admitted by all its adherents. The ma- 
jority, known ns the Sunnitos, admit it; 
but the minority, who include the great 1 
or part of the Pet-mans and.miyjy. of the 
Mohammedan's of India; do, not recog- 
nize him at all. There movement; 
which has been on foot far- several 
years, to draw the two sects' together 
and to look to the 'Turkish Sultan ns 
both the spiritual n'nd temporal -head of 
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Islam. The visit of the Kaiser can 
hardly fail to stimulate this movement. 
It will undoubtedly be understood by 
the masses of the Mohammedans every- 
where as one of homage to the head of 
the faith, and the expensive presents, 
which he bestows upon the members of 
the Sultan's household, will be regarded 
as tribute. It is impossible to over- 
estimate the influence which such an in- 
cident may have upon the minds Of a 
fanatical people. 

Upon the German ruler himself the 
effect may be serious. The Kaiser and 
the Sultan represent two very distinct 
typos of civilization. There is scarcely 
a point in common between the two, ex-' 
cept the belief held by each that, be is 
the representative on earth of the Al- 
mighty. In this the resemblance is 
closer than is desirable. Those who 
have road the Kaiser's speeches must 
have been impressed with the tremen- 
dous sense of his relations to the Kuler 
of the Universe, which he seems to en- 
tertain. In this respect he resembles 
his great-uncle, the predecessor of his 
grandfather on the throne of Prussia, 
who was firmly convinced that he di- 
rectly voiced the will of the Almighty. 
So far did he carry this idea that he 
became insane on the subject at last, 
and was deposed. The Kaiser is tread- 
ing in much the same path as Frederick 
William in this particular. His claims 
are even greater than those of the Sul- 
tan, for the latter shares his pretended 
divine authority with the Sheik nl 
Islam, while William of Germany suf- 
fers no one to participate in his suprem- 
acy. Those best able to judge feel 
some uneasiness as to the outcome of 
the meeting of those sovereigns, and the 
events that will transpire during the 
next few days in the Holy Land. 

Professor Zzigmody says that he has 
found out how gold nuggets are formed. 
If he can pronounce his own name he 
ought to be able to do anything. This 
is the process. You dinlizo a faintly al- 
kaline solution of gold and then treat it 
with a formal dehydo which leaves it in 
a colloidal condition from which you pre- 
cipitate a chloride of gold by the use of 
common salt. The process is delightfully 
simple, even if the description of it is 
not quite as intelligible as it might be. 
To most, people the process would bo 
quite as intelligible if the words were 
strung together in some other order. The 
value of this discovery consists in tho 
fact that if you can discover any place 
where a faintly alkaline solution of gold 
is being acted upon by a formal dehydo, 
all you have to do is to run and get some 
salt and you can precipitate nuggets. It 
is likewise true that if you can put some 
salt on a bird's tail you can catch it. 



We think that too much stress is being 
laid upon what the London Times has 
had to say about the Yukon officials, 
that is to say, the weight attached to 
tho utterances of that pnper on the 
subject is out of keeping with its moans 
of acquiring information. It ought not 
to be necessary to wait to sec what a 
London paper will say before taking 
notice of what is going on under our 
own noses. Wo claim that, statements 
appearing in reputable papers published 
in Canada ought, to receive as much at- 
tention from the government as those 
published even in the most celebrated 
journal in the world. What the Times 
said was fully warranted, hut the same 
thing has been said by Canadian papers 
before flic Times ever heard of it. It 
is about time that Canadians censed to 
look to London for guidance in matters 
about which they know more than can 
possibly be known there. 

Tho estimated cost of the railway 
from Robson to Boundary is put at 
$10,000 a mile. This is a good deal of 
money, and shows the character of tho 
work. But it is interesting to note, its 
illustrating the advance made in railway 
building during the last, quarter of n 
century, that the average cost, of the 
Intercolonial railway per mile was 
310,000. Persons who have gone over 
that line, and remarked tho extremely 
easy character of the country through 
which the greater part of it lies, will 
appreciate the comparison between the 
two. 



Tho Province snj-H that, if tho sealing 
dispute is not settled soon, the prospect 
is that there will not be many sonls loft 
to protect. The Province ought not to 
have said this, because it is not true, 
and its publication in a Canadian paper 
1h certain to he used to. the disadvantage 



of this country. There is no reason to 
believe that the seals are decreasing in 
number at least with any great rapidity. 
Some persons claim that they are not de- 
creasing at all, although they may be 
altering their habitations to some extent. 



Some of our Eastern exchanges are dis- 
cussing whether spruce forests are ex- 
hausted permanently by cuttiig. The 
best proof that they are not is afforded 
by the experience of the Maritime Prov- 
inces, where spruce land can bo profit- 
ably cut over at intervals of from ten 
to twenty years, according to the mini- 
mum limit in size permitted to be cut. 



No one in Victoria will object lo fair 
play being extended to the Yukon ofli- 
eials. What wo want here is that jus- 
tice shall be done all round.

These two classes will be re- 
quired to be entered and placed in cold 
start) ec at Westminster before Novem- 
ber 15. This will give an excellent test 
of their keeping qualities, and bo n good 
practical object lesson. Further parti- 
culars may be obtained from Mr. (1.

Though women have been hunting In the 

state each fall with g I success for the 

past ten years, women have not before this 
ventured in unless with male escort. These 
women who are stopping tip beyond the 
Depslconneag "dead water" are some very 
self - reliant women from Massachusetts. 
They work In some of the stores In n 
populous city, and being spinsters, decided 
to paddle their own canoe this season. 
One or two reliable guides accompany 
them, and according to all reports, they 
art? doing extremely well. One of them 
vouchsafed the information to a passing 
sportsman that they were doing "a blessed 
sight better than If they had half a dozen 
men tagging them around to see that they 
didn't wet their feet or blow their heads 
on* with their titles.'' 

"Hut," remarks old Jetl Hawkes, "there 
won't bo any spruce gum left lu that 
neighborhood. Lord, how those women are 
yanking. They say they have chewed a 
greut deal of gum In their lives but that 
they never knew what thi- clear quill was 
till they came down here Into the state of 
Maine. Willie they're about It they are 
going to take hack all they can dig, beg or 
hay to the city. Even the tall trees can't 
hide their big lumps away from these wo- 
men. Three wear bloomers and have 
lost of musCle and they can climb any thing 
that conies along, from trees to catamounts. 
These women are safe enough." 

It Is said that half the parties that have 
gone into the Moosehead region this fall 
have had women its members. 

You see, the women have for so many 
years heard their male friends tell of the 
ecstatic delights of hunting In the big 
Maine woods that their feminine curiosity 
has been excited ami there lias been a 
veritable clamor to be allowed to go In, 
Once In a while there is one woman who 
duds the trip enough to last tier for a life- 
time. The fun isn't nt all as she has ex- 
pected It would be. The woods may be 
good enough for the men, but as for her, 
she prefers the boulevard and the shopping 
d'strlct. 

Then there are other women who meet 
the most ferocious weather the Maine 
woods have to furnish; who are drenched 
every other day to the sklit and who get 
dumped out of a canoe two or three times 
Just by way of variety. These women go 
home and tell all the folks that they have 
had just the most lovely time and that 
they are all Impatience for the year to roll 
around so that they may KO again. Those 
are the kind of heroines that can extract 
fun from every mishap. They are the only 
kind that should tackle the dubious pleas- 
ures of the Maine woods. For that class— 
and It Is an extensive one— that enjoys 
roughing It. there Is no enjoyment In all 
the world like the autumn forest. Hut the 
person who goes In for the llrst time with- 
out proper conception of the nature of the 
fun, will he supremely miserable himself, 
or herself, and will make all the folks 
around more miserable still. 

The women haven't commenced to go Into 
the Aroostook and the I'anindumcook wil- 
derness yet to any great extent. Last year 
several parties wear In from Stacyvllle to 
the vicinage of old Katahdln and remained 
several weeks until the snow came. Th" 
women were of the right sort to stand all 
the adversities, although they were from 
the city, and said thi-t they had had the 
best time of their lives.

The lamentable Buicitle of A. L. Pou- 
diier, reported iu the Colonist ot Tues- 
day, closed the life of one of the most 
talented explorers of the wilder portions 
of British Columbia. His reports when 
in the employ of the provincial govern- 
ment were most valuable in making 
known the capabilities and resources of 
• the northern part of the province and 
there are few men now living that have 
traversed so much of the interior and 
coast of British Columbia. When he 
was in Victoria last he casually men 
tionod that he and his brother, the late 
O. Ii. Poiidricr, spent some time six or 
seven years ago, prospecting in the: Vicin- 
ity of the now famous Atlin lake and had 
found traces of gold but. n6t:cnough to 
■warrant them iu concluding that any- 
thing rich would be found there in the 
way of mines. When in town last and 
just before he started on the trip that 
lias ended so tragically, Mr; Poudrier 
told of a very important coal discovery 
that he had made on the shores of San 
.Tuan island in Washington. In his ex- 
perience as a surveyor and discoverer 
Mr. Poudrier had found it necessary to 
become conversant with the reports of 
the Dominion Geologicnl Survey in so 
far' AS they related to British Columbia. 
Among these reports was one on the 
etml resources of die province, contain 
ing very correct and extensive infonna 
lion of the Vancouver Islnnd coal fields 
I.Iis own attainments enabled Mr. Fou 
drier to make an intelligent use of these 
and he came to the conclusion that he 
<'ould trace the coal fields over to the 
Washington side. Interesting some par 
ties in the scheme, Mr, Poudrier set out 
for San .Tuan island, where lie hoped to 
find the formation that would be similar 
tp. that in which the coal was found 
the British Columbia side. In telling 
about bis trip Mr. Poudrier said that by 
•wonderful luck he had no sooner landed 
on San Juan than lie found indications 
that led him to believe that he had 
dropped on exactly what he wanted. A 
boring machine was put into use and th 
examination of the formations it pierce 
coincided so exactly with those in the 
geological survey reports that he was 
able to caluculate -within a few feet of 
where he' would strike coal and sure 
enough it turned out: exactly so, and 
a fine big seam of coal was struck. The 
next thing done was to file on the land 
and record it. This done, Mr. Poudrier 
and his companions entered into negoti- 
ations with the Northern Pacific rail- 
way Tor the sale to the company of the 
lauds at a good round sum. By 'some 
means or other the news of the Sliding 
•of the coal must have reached the United 
States government at Washington, for 
after the land had been filed on, word 
came from Washington putting a reserve 
Upon it for military purposes-^it being 
• close to the old military reserve. Mr. 
Poudrier and his friends had thus been 
out a considerable sum of money spent 
in prospecting and feared that a'll their 
efforts had been lost and their hopes of 
celling to the railway company shattered. 
However, when Mr. Poudrier was in 
Victoria he said that efforts were being 
made at Washington to either allow him 
and his partners some compensation for 
the trouble they had been put to for 
finding Uncle Sam :i new coal field or 
else to allow the filing on the lands to 
lie completed so that the negotiations 
with the railway company might be car- 
ried out.

HEART WOUNDS NOT FATAL. 

Instances of Persons Who Lived Long 
"With Such Injuries. 

London News. 

What happened after the Empress of 
Austria was stubbed proves the error of 
the popular notion that a wound in the 
heart involved death on the spot. The 
British Medical Journal, in an interest- 
ing article on this subject, says the vic- 
'iin usually lives for several minutes till 
sufficient blood has been forced out of 
the wounded chamber into the pericar- 
dium to cause fatal- compression of the 
heart from without. In the more sud- 
denly fatal eases, blood escapes freely 
into the mediastinum through a wound 
in the pericardium, or death is in- 
stantaneous from shock due to damage 
to the sympathetic or pneumogastric 
nerve. 

It has, however, long been known to 
surgeons that immediate death does not 
always follow a wound of the heart. 
I 'are in 1552 reported the ease of a duel- 
list who, arter receiving a sword-thrust 
in the heart large enough to admit the 
linger, pursued his opponent, thrusting 
at him several limes, for li()0 paces, and 
then fell dead. Billy, in IStiO, described 
the case of a patient who lived five 
days after a sword wound of the riirht 
auricle. Four instances of gunshot 
wounds not immediately fatal appear in 
the reports in the Medical and Surgical 
History of the War of the Rebellion, 
published in Washington in 1870. 

The first patient survived a wound 'if 
the right auricle by a round musket ball 
for 14 days. The second lived an hour 
and a quarter after a perforation of tin- 
right auricle and left ventricle by a 
conical pistol ball, i The third suffered 
from perforation of the left auricle and 
Jcjft ventricle, in addition to gunshot 
wounds of the intestine, axilia and lung, 
yk lived for 4(i hours. The fourth pa- 
tient was wounded in the right auricle 
by a musket ball. He died two and a 
half hours later. 

The following case is given on account 
of its close resemblance in some particu- 
lars to that of the murdered Empress. 
The patient had indicted with a large 
sheath knife several stabs on an assail- 
ant, who seized his wrist, turned the 
point of the knife toward him, and sud- 
denly drove the blade with great force 
into his chest, the handle still being 
grasped in the owner's hand. The 
wounded man fell at once, gasping for 
breath, his face deadly pale, and died in 
about eight minutes. The blade of the 
knife had gone clean through the ster- 
num, traversed the mediastinum, and 
freely opened the right auricle. "The 
cavities of the heart were empty, the 
sac of the pericardium and the medias- 
tinum were filled with blood. The heart 
was wounded so that a chamber was 
opened, and the blood in that chamber 
partly escaped into the pericardial Cav- 
ity, and thus fatal compression ensued, 
probably before the system had suffered 
from suUlcient reduction of blood supply 
to destroy life.

George H. Levi, of Buffalo,. N. Y., 
has had his faith in womankind shaken 
by a maiden, presumably fair, and pos- 
sessed of a large fortune— so she said. 
Levi arrived in town yesterday morning 
to marry her, but up to the time the 
court house offices closed last night he 
had made no application for a license. 
In fact, he had not found the young 
woman he travelled across half a dozen 
states to see. That is why he culled 
at the Four Courts to find out it' the 
police would aid him in his search for 
her. It appears that several months 
ago he answered an advertisement in a 
Cincinnati paper. It called for a young 
man of education and social attainments 
who could make a poor, lonely girl with 
$oU,0U0 happy. Levi didn't 'know 
whether, he could or not, but he decided 
to try, ami he wrote a letter to the lone- 
ly hiss. The reply was "more than he 
had wished for. The lonesome- girl 
wrote: "Your very words seem to tell 
me 1 could be happy with you. Your 
whole letter breathes of a tender senti- 
ment that tells me you are a man for 
whom a woman would give all she had 
in this world. You say you are poor. 
So am I. What little I have is tied up 
in government bonds and real estate and 
doesn't bring me more than $10,9.00 a 
year, but with economy I suppose we 
could live on that, and under your man- 
agement the little I have might bring 
more." 

In the letter was the photograph of a 
beautiful girl, and across it was writ- 
ten: "Ever your true friend and— V, 
Stella Horn." 

Levi began to write lier at the rate 
of two letters a day, and soon twice 
that number was not evtraordinary for 
him. She told him of an old uncle who 
was trying to get possession of her es- 
tate by making her marry his nephew. 
But she would never, never, forget her 
George, though they otarro her and tie 
her iu a dungeon. They, the uncle and 
nephew, tormented her almost to death, 
and she had at times thought of escap- 
ing her misery by plunging in the " deep 
blue torrent of the raging Mississippi.'.' 
But thoughts of George made her brave, 
and she had resisted the temptation to 
end her life. 

Levi mentioned marriage to the girl, 
illlll she promised to become his wife. 
But ho must wait'nntij certain events 
tools place. So he continues to write, j 
and once or twice, when she toiil how 
the hard-hearted uncle would not give 
her a cent for spending money, Levi 
sent a $10 bill iu his letter. Bust Tues- 
day he received 11 telegram from her. 
It said: 

" Send me $25. I must fly or be 
murdered. Will telegraph you where 
you will find me, and we will be mar- 
ried at once." 

Levi sent the ?25, and receiving only 
the notification of the post office that it 
hud been paid to her, came to this city. 
Arriving in St. Louis, he went to 210 
South Eighth street, the address she 
had given, and found a vacant lot. In- 
quiry in the neighborhood failed to 
locate either Miss Horn or anyone who 
knew her. Then Levi went to the Four 
Courts, but the police were unable to 
do anything for him, and he left 
despondent.

FASHODA'S IMPORTANCE. 

The Disputed Territory In the Valley of the 
Upper Nile. . . 

Fashoda Is the chief town of the country 
of the Shlllooks, who, with the Dinkn,. 
form for the most part the Black regiments 
of the Egyptian army. To the southwest 
of Fashoda lies the fertile province of 
Buhr-el-Uhaza), to the south that of lUiuu- 
toria, of which Emlii Pasha was governor.. 

Uahr-el-Ciliazal was surrendered to the- 
Mahdl by Lupton Bey In April, 1884. I'.mln. 
rasha was relieved by. Stanley In 188.'. . 

From Fashoda to the month ot the bobat 
river Dr. Junker travelled In one day s 
idurney. Sobat was In Gordon's time an 
Fgyptlan post. The river Is now of 
particular interest by reason of the Abys- 
sinian advances In that direction. Probably 
Menelek's expeditions would have mat e 
greater headway there had not the Nile 
cliuiate been very unfavorable to the Abys- 
sinian constitution. After leaving the 
mouth of the Sobat the river Is constantly 
choked with the sudd, and the channel, 
such as It Is, Is constantly changing. 

Above Fashoda, on the Sobat, is Bor, 
which, until a few weeks ago, was i. the- 
southernmost Dervish post the Khallfi 8 
troops having retreated there after 'the 
capture of Itejnf by Cupt. Chatlln of the 
Congo State. Gocdokoro, now In ruins, and 
Lado, which has also been completely de- 
molished by the Dervishes ^ receive 
mention in the works of Sir bnrahel Baker 

a "Thlrteen U ml?es south of Uejaf Is the old 
Egyptlnn station of Bedden, where there 1» 
a cataract, which the Rev. C. Person. In 
the course of a recent Interview with Reu- 
ter's representative, says that no steamer 
could pass. A similar cataract exists at 
Dutlle seventy miles south of Rejaf. Eng- 
llKl! i officers belonging to the British East 
Africa protectorate have recently been 
making Journeys from time to time In a 
steel boat as far as Dullle. 

Wadelal, formerly an Egyptian station, 
some eighty miles southwest of Dutlle, was 
a few years ago the objective of an ex- 
pedition from the Congo State, led by Van- 
occkboven, which, however, met with a 
disastrous end.

He Practised in Most of the West- 
ern States and Was iu 
Jameson's Eaid. 



The friends in Victoria of Dr. "Wil- 
liam, Ireland, who disappeared in Mont- 
real on Saturday lust— and he has sev- 
eral intimate friends here— are not wor- 
rying themselves to any great extent. 
Thoy one and all predict that, he will 
turn up, us he has done on numerous 
other oceusions after having suddenly 
decided on a change of residence. 

Dr. Ireland, according to his Victoria 
friends, and a young woman who bears 
his name mid chums to be his wife, was 
an adventurous spirit. At school in To- 
ronto he was looked upon as the best 
kind of a fellow, but perhaps a little too 
" sporty " for his own good. Lie failed 
to get his diploma at Trinity College, so 
did the next best thing, and became a 
druggist. In time he drifted out to the 
Northwest Territories ami took up his 
home at Lethbridge. He secured a cer- 
tificate there, and for a time enjoyed a 
lucrative practice. One morning, how- 
ever, without even notifying his friends, 
the doctor left town on an early train, 
accompanied by the lS-^var-old daugh- 
ter of a McLeod hotel-keeper. This is 
the woman now in Victoria, who goes 
by the name of Ireland, and claims te 
be the doctor's wife. Together they 
journeyed to Great Falls, Montana, 
where they took up their residence and 
lived as man and wife, Dr. Ireland's en- 
gaging manner winning for him a good 
piactice. This was iu 1S90. The next 
time his Victoria friends heard from him 
he was in partnership with a Dr. Gray, 
also of Toronto, iu Idaho, where they 
covered paying circuits. These they 
sold to two young men from the East, 
and were looking for a new lield in 
Minnesota, when Dr. Gray died very 
suddenly. Dr. Ireland then moved to 
California, and practised at Delano, 
where he was joined by his wife from 
Toronto, lie remained there for some 
time and again built up a good practice, 
but could not stand prosperity and re- 
commenced wandering. 

When Ben. Haigh, formerly route 
agent of the Times of this city, returned 
from South Africa, lie brought a letter 
from Dr. Ireland, who had, however, 
taken an assumed name, for a former 
schoolmate now iu Victoria. The doctor 
was surgeon for Dr. Jameson, in his 
famous raid, and was wounded. Q'his 
was vouched for by Mr. Haigh, who 
said that the doctor was very highly 
thought of in South Africa. Upon his 
return to Toronto he was lionized. 
Since then his Victoria friends have 
heard very little of him, although he 
was formerly a frequent correspondent. 
When the report was published in Tues- 
day's Colonist of his disappearance from 
Montreal, they simply put it down to 
his old whim of being anxious for a 
change. 

The Victoria woman who claims to be 
his wife came here expecting to meet 
him, as she knew he had intimate 
friends here. She has resided here 
ever since, for a time being employed at 
different hotels. 

It was on Saturday that Dr. Ireland 
disappeared in Montreal. lie arrived 
there on Friday with his wife, and on 
Saturday lie went down to the pier to 
collect n bill from the officer of a ship, 
His wife saw him reach the wharf, but 
he has been missing ever since.

CIVIC REFORM AND PUBLIC 
WORKS. 

Sir: In your Issue of to-day you deal 
with these important questions in a most 
able manner. Many tilings you point 
out should be discussed at the proposed 
public meeting: "The city charter, the 
number and mode of election of alder- 
men, the relation of the schools to the 
city government, the executive staff, the 
debt, the improvement of streets, the 
water supply, sewerage, lire protection, 
and so oil." 

Are not. these questions matters of 
civic legislation? Matters to be dis- 
cussed iu the city council ? Victorian his- 
tory teaches us that no amount of public 
opinion lias had any salutary effect on 
the councils we have had for the last 
few years. Look at the water works. 
Public opinion was against the accept- 
ance of a tender for the work some $1(1,- 
OfJO above its known value. But the 
council set public opinion at defiance. 
We had a Civic Reform Association and 
meetings were held at the Board of 
Trade but it produced no result. As long 
as we are content to allow the wrong 
class of men to represent our interests 
in the civic parliament so long shall we 
have to endure the ills we now complain 
of. The polls alone can deal witli thi> 
matter, the proper education of the pub 
lie mind is the province of an enlightened 
press, and we may safely leave it there. 

But. tell me, sir, do .you, or does any 
iiiteligent person believe in his own mind 
of minds that the progress of our city 
of Victoria is bound up in road mend- 
ing, grubbing up the grass at our road 
sides, renewing our abominable sid 
walks, or even the relations of 
the schools to the city gov- 
ernment, the water supply, sewer 
age and lire protection? The dere- 
liction of these things is painful and ex- 
asperating evidence of bad management 
and incapacity in the governing body 
but our march of progress is not seri 
ously hindered by matters such as these 

Iu times of -distress or scarcity all peo 
pies and communities have to stem tin 
tide of adversity and reach, if possible, 
a higher plane of success by inaugurut 
ing some great work of public utility, 
some gnat work that shall not only re- 
lieve the immediate demand for activity 
but that shall be for all time a public 
advantage. Surely, sir, it is hardly 
creditable for us to be always carping at 
these petty worries. Let us strive for 
something higher. Victoria is a seaside 
place but not a seaport! Let us try 
to raise Victoria from its present second- 
rate mercantile position to the position 
of a first-class seaport, with a harbor 
second to none north of San Francisco; 
a harbor into which the larger ships can 
enter and lie safely in the heaviest 
storms, a harbor to which we can "wel- 
come any ships that float; a harbor that 
shall command an increase in trade "by 
its very excellence. A public work that 
shall liring wealth into the city of Vic 
toria. thai shall give employment to :nll 
who want it: thai shall circulate sound 
English money throughout the whole 
community: that shall keep the !busy 
saws humming through the night and 
lili the air with the sound of the merry 
carpenter's hammer all the day building 
houses to cover the vacant lots. This is 
the way to make Victoria a city of pro- 
gress and mend up all the trifles we now 
complain of. 

If the public meeting takes place 1 
propose, if acceptable to that meeting, 
to lay this matter before those present 
and illustrate by maps what is proposed 
to be done and shall be glad of any sug- 
gestions that can increase its splice of 
usefulness and add to the benefit of our 
city of Victoria.

FIRE PROTECTION. 

Sir: In cities of importance the <iuos-- 
tion of providing ample protection from 
tire is impressed on the inhabitants when 
they read of the destruction of surround- 
ing towns. The hasty growth of cities 
on the Pacific Coast gave license to con- 
struction of buildings of Inflammable 
materials, which menace all surrounding 
property nnd will continue to prove a 
source of danger until removed by lire 
or to give place to modern structures of 
brick or stone. The average citizen will 
take little notice of the number of wood- 
en buildings throughout the city. Shin- 
gle roofs :nre far above his view. In- 
flammable liquids and goods are hidden 
irs and behind ''walls. No two 
buildings are built alike, and no two fires 
start or bum alike. Certainly insurance 
companies protect, capital, but it is not 
done for the sake of sentiment. Their 
action is only supported by financial 
maxims. Citizens express the opinion 
Hint the lire service is good enough 

tVt. no time has it been brought to 
their notice that the whole place is in 
anger from fire, simply because we him 
managed to master the element before if 
assumed serious proportions, Ten ycarf 
igo we purchased lire apparatus; little 
yas installed since. Const ruction of 
mildings continued until we find the 
•ice inadequate to cope with fires in high 
it mot ores. A large number of our peo- 
ple built homes in the outskirts, whih 
the fire halls remained in the bushiest 
district. Losses by lire increased oul- 
ide the fire limits. In the natural order 
of things no reduction of insurance rates 
ould be expected 011 residential propor- 
y. It is. certainly, an unpopular move 
to advocate the imposition of 11 tax for 
any purpose; but an official who fails to 
loint; out the danger to life and property 
n his keeping is unfaithful to the trust 
reposed in him, no matter whether his 
official life is cut short or his warnings 
go unheeded. It is his duty to enforce 
both vigilance and protection and the 
ver-prcsent danger to a community de- 
mands candor and little fear of the opin- 
ions of others. Wo must lake ciroum- 



EXTERMINATION IN CUBA. 

Sixty Per Cent, of Natives Have Died 
in Three Years— Present Suffer- 
ing Croat. 

One of the most prominent daily news- 
papers in Havana admitted a few days 
ago that since 1805, when the last revolt 
began, GO per cent, of the native Cubans 
have died. It is a startling statement, 
and yet confirmed by such other data as 
can be obtained. Presently the whole 
truth will come out and the enormity of 
the Spanish purpose will be made clear 
to the worki. From the moment of the 
appointment of Woyler the policy was 
to kill off every element of the popula- 
tion that sympathized with the rebellion 
or that was indirectly of assistance to 
if. Women and children, the aged and 
the helpless, were included in this aw- 
ful scheme, and if the figures of La Lu 
elm are correct .three-fifths of the Cubans 
alive three years ago are now in their 
graves. The victims certainly number 
several hundred thousands. But for the 
intervention of the United States this 
colossal decree of murder would have 
completed its work, leaving in Cuba only 
the Spanish population and in the moun- 
tains some wandering hands of natives 
scarcely better than brigands. Having 
failed to overcome the tactics adopted by 
the insurgents, the Immense Spanish 
army in Cuba was charged with the de- 
struction of the whole native race. 

Little is known nt this moment of the 
real condition of the Cubans, but it is 
believed that great suffering exists. A 
few days ago a dispatch from Mataazas 
stated that the death rate from starva- 
tion there continues heavy. Between 
January, ISO", and September, 1898. 
10.0SG persons died in that city, -and 80 
per cent, of the number, according b 
doctors' certificates, from hunger. Wey 
ler's reconeent ration order sent into 
camp 400.000 of the agricultural popu 
lation of the four western provinces. In 
none of these as yet have we any troops, 
nor are we allowed to distribute relief. 
Cen. Fitzhugh Lee stated officially last 
January that privation had carried off 
200,000 of the rural population in the 
four western provinces, one-fourth of 
the number, including JCOOO children of 
tender age, in Havana province alone 
Consul Barker, of Sagua la Grande, re 
ported a total of S0,5S9 deaths in his 
district within eleven months. The con- 
sul at Matanzas placed the number of 
starving in thnt province at over 90,000 
In the light of these figures it is easy to 
believe that the Havana paper speak 
with .authentic knowledge. 

A month of delay has •occurred 
landing the relief provisions of the Red 
Cross steamer Comal. The Spanish au 
fhortics demanded the payment, of ,$(i0 
000 duties and with characteristic dil 
tory movements consumed weeks in ar 
riving at a conclusion on this one point 
Starvation has no weight witli the Span 
ish remaining in Cuba unless attended 
witli some inconvenience to themselves 
To Cuban sufferers they are absolutely 
indifferent. We have no exact know! 
edge now of the extent of starvation 
Cuba outside of the east end of the 
island, where we are in military oceup: 
Hon and ready to relieve all those wh 
are within reach. There are important 
reasons why the Spanish evacuation 
should go forward with the least po 
sible delay. Meanwhile facilities for r< 
lief work should be insisted on. The si 
quels of Weylerism overspread the island 
and no doubt the mortality is still 
ormoiis. Spain has always been pitiless 
in Cuba, and its last deeds in America 
will have the same marks of savagery 
as the first.— St. Louis Globe-Democrat

STRANGE BRAIN WOUND. 

A .Mechanic Alive Despite a Itema 
.Mishap.

Tie .hospital records of the recent war 
have .directed a good deal of attention to 
the eases of brain wounds from which til 
patients survived, and the fast has been 
t down to the credit of the Mauser bill 
let. It Is well known among surgeons 
however, thnt an Injury to the brain 
from any cause Is not necessarily fatal 
and an admirable illustration Is 
found In tin- person of a mechanic now 
employed ut one of the foundries In this 
city. 

He Is somewhat sensitive over the mat 
ter, so his name need not be mentioned 
hut the circumstances were these: Some 
years ago, while working at a lathe Ii 
Birmingham, a piece of machinery brok 
and he was struck on the loft side of 
the head, just above the ear, by a Hying 
bolt. The blow fractured the skull nnd 
the Iron penetrated the brain Itself to a 
depth of about two Inches. The man 
fell as If shot and lay unconscious for 
several weeks. 

Ills death was hourly anticipated, but 
to the surprise of everybody he regained 
Ills senses and slowly recovered. It was 
found that he hud forgotten certain things 
and for a while he had a great difficulty 
in keeping his balance while walking ,but 
this was eventually overcome, and lie Is at 
present apparently as well as ever. There 
is a frightful Indention at: the place of 
the Injury, but his faculties and general 
health seem to be wholly uninipared.
